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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-3 and 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Graves et al (US. 6,874,897 B2) in view 
of Albertinetti et al (US 4,257,686). 

Graves et al discloses a bimorph mirror (Fig. 2, 14) 
presenting first and second layers of piezoelectric ceramic 
together (30 and 32) with at least one electrode serving to vary 
at least one curvature of the mirror as a function of at least 
one electrical voltage applied to the piezoelectric ceramics 
(column 2, lines 20-33), the mirror being characterized in that 
the first and second layer of piezoelectric ceramic are 
separated by a central core which forms a semi-rigid beam (34, 
36) , the thickness of the central core lying in the range 1 mm 
to 80 mm (column 4, lines 52- 63) . Graves et al ' s two layers do 
not have opposed polarities. Albertinetti et al discloses the 
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layers being opposite in polarities (see Fig. 1) . It would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have two 
layers being opposed polarities so that lower voltage 
requirement is achieved (see Column 2 lines 1-10) . 

3. Claims 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Graves et al in view of Albertinetti et al, 
and further in view of Michelet et al (US 4,298,247). 

Graves et al in view of Albertinetti et al discloses the 
claimed invention as set forth above except for the two layers 
that are separated by a silicon material. Michelet et al 
discloses the two layers being separated by a silicon material 
(column 2, line 53) in the thickness of the central core lying 
in the range 1 mm to 80 mm (inherent since the mirror itself is 
100mm as supported in column 2, lines 45-48) . It would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to choose a 
silicon material since it is readily available and easy to 
procure . 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground (s) of 

re j ection .
